Address delivered at St. James Con- 
vention. May 2i, by Laura E. N. Groes- 
nlekle. 

If we are all readers of the 
Evangelist and have read all 
that has been said in its columns 
concerning the S. 8. G. E. I 
tbink little, if anything, more 
more need be said to satisfy us of 
tbe need of snob an organization 
in our church, and ot the good 
that may result from it, and will 
result from it, if we g'Te it onr 
earnest, prayerful thought and 
attention. 

In tbe heart of every true 
Christian woman there is a desire 
to do something for the Master, 
and to be something in the world, 
not a mere glittering banble or 
butterfly of fashion, bat a brave, 
whole-souled, true Woman, Every 
Christian woman owes to 
her surroundings the influence 
ol her character and examples in 
favor of ail that ia noble and good 
and true. 

Every woman has a nmsion in 
life — happy for her if she finds it. 
Frances Cobb says, "Little girls 
may fitly play with toys and 
drees dolls, bnt it is a pitiful sight 
to see grown up women making 
all of life a child's play." Noth- 
ing bnt God can satisfy the soul. 
We may fill the thoughts and 
heart with the vanishing things 
ot earth, but if we do, the son) 
will forever remain unsatisfied. 
God's work is the only thing 
deep enough for the human 
heart. Nothing bnt high nunc 
and noble purposes can lift ue to 
the true dignity of womanhood. 
Earnest purpose ia magnetic and 
finds time and matt rial in the 
busiest life to widen and deepen 
tbe channels of being and doing.
